Ben Hardy, class of 1958, do- 
nated the flag to Santa Ana Col- 
lege Tuesday in honor of the 
Dons’ Junior Rose Bowl bid. The 
flag joined the Stars and Stripes 


e#land the state flag for little over 


24 hours before disappearing. 

Between 2:30 and 3:15 p.m. 
Wednesday, someone lowered the 
flag, took it off the rope and re- 
turned the other two flags, leav- 
ing them at half-mast. 


Obviously done in haste, mud 
tracks were visible in the dirt 
surrounding the flagpole area, 
since the area had been freshly 
raked. 


Charles O’Brien, head custo- 
dian, said, “I came from the gym 
about 2:30 and I could have 
sworn the flag was there then. 
But, when I strolled past the area 
again at 3:15, it was missing.” 

Admittedly ‘sick’? over the 
flag’s loss, Trawick said any stu- 
dent caught and found guilty of 
the theft would be ‘thrown out 
of school and blacklisted from 
every college in California.” 

Press Club hoisted a make- 
shift flag yesterday to substi- 
tute for the regular flag until 
Det.

Glenn Tabor, superinten- 
dent, submitted master 
planning proposals, but 
board members stated there 
should be a two-week delay

Tabor said five architectural 
firms were investigated concern- 
ing master planning. Three of the 
five interviewed ‘admitted can- 
didly’”’ they could not satisfactor- 
ily perform the type of depth 
study requested. 

The superintendent then récom- 
mended hiring the firm of Odell 
MacConnell Associates, planning 
consultants for education and in- 
dustry. 


He further recommended the 
firm be paid $5,000 plus one half 
of one per cent of the outlay for 
the first increment of buildings 
for making the survey. Estimated 
time to complete the survey was 
from four to six months. 


Tabor added that once the 
first phase is off the ground, the 
board can proceed with hiring an 
architect to work with MacCon- 
nell in constructing the new edu- 
cation facilities. 

Board member Dr. Bob Shuler 
asked for the additional two 
weeks, saying “I feel the board 
should request the opinion of the 
junior college in this matter so it 
won’t feel we are ramming some- 
thing down its throat.” 


Dr. Johnson agreed to meet 
with the members of the school 
board in discussing the plan set 
forth by Tabor.

One of the highlights of the 
week’s activities will be the sign- 
ing of the Bill of Rights in the 
breezewav all next week. Young 
Democrats and Las Gitanas will 
be stationed at the table as all 
students cn campus are invited 
to “re-sign” the Rights.

Crain also stated that it was 
impossible to state how many stu- 
dents are placed during a year as 
employers do not always notify 
SAC. However, he addéd, it was 
verified last year that 220. stu- 
dents were hired. 

“Most job offerings for men 
are in the fields of service and 
merchandising. Women hold the 
most jobs in office and service 
areas of employment. 

Art, domestic, manufacturing, 
technical and trades are other 
fields where students are hired.

History H ighlights Awareness 


Awareness of the Bill of Rights is spotlighted again 
next week as the 171-year-old document is honored. 

In the light of recent history, citizens might do more 
than hang the document on their walls and skip over ar- 
ticles about the annual observation honoring the first ten 
amendments. 

Different interpretations of the Bill of Rights have 
caused heated controversy from dormitories in small-town 
Oxford, Miss. to the White House. People unaware of the 
provisions in the Bill of Rights often will not be able to 
comprehend the factors involved in vital controversies. 

Arguments still rage concerning the Supreme Court- 
ordered integration of the University of Mississippi. The 
whole fracas boils down to a difference in the interpre- 
tation of the 10th amendment between the Supreme 
Court and Mississippi. 

President Kennedy, supporting the Supreme Court, 
sent troops to force the integration. Mississippi Governor 
Ross Barnett contended the federal government had no 
business meddling in Mississippi affairs, charging a viola- 
tion of the 10th amendment and states’ rights. 

Another recent case involving the Bill of Rights was 
the Supreme Court’s edict banning prayer from public 
schools after an appeal from New York. 

In the Bill of Rights, the first amendment calls for 
no “prohibiting the free exercise” of religion. The court 
felt prayer in tax-supported schools violated this amend- 
ment. 

These cases are examples of why Americans must 
know their Bill of Rights to recognize the violation of 
their own rights and understand the decisions and con- 
troversies that will shape the history of America.

Reading Skills Prove Key 
To Better College Students

(Editor’s Note: This is 
the first of two parts on 
the many facets of speed 
reading and its applica- 
tion at Santa Ana _ Col- 
lege.) 

Speed reading may en- 
able you to read this article 
in less than one minute. 


Dr. Gerhard Kohn, read- 
ing instructor and SAC 
counselor, confirmed this 
fact in an El Don interview 
today. 

Developmental reading cours- 
es, explains Dr. Kohn, enable stu- 
dents and adults to develop speed, 


With a concept of sound and 
listening enjoyment, the SAC 
Marching Band has given a new 
approach to the college football 
halftime show. 

“SAC music program is def- 
initely on the march,”’ says band 
director Elmer Ramsey, “‘but it is 
only through the help and re- 
assurance of the administration 
and student body that this was 
attained,” acknoweldged Ramsey. 

Along with the new expansion 
program, Ramsey has created a 
brass ensemble “ . . to per- 
form for svecial occasions, re- 
citals and assemblies with classic 
and contemporary music,” he in- 
formed.

Ramsey said programming has 
been channeled to offer not only 
the requirements for admission to 
a four-year school but also to help 
students in practical and voca- 
tional music training. 

“For example, the ‘Don Beats,’ 
a dance band offered as an en- 
semble class, also provides com- 
mercial training and experience.” 
explained Ramsey. 

After-game dances, Christmas 
formals and the SAC Homecom- 
ing Dance are just a few of the 
engagements at which the “Don 
Beats” have entertained. These

As proof of what is possible, 
Dr. Kohn points with pride to 
Hazel Williamson, SAC _  fresh- 
man, who, from Sevtember to 
midterm, tripled her reading 
speed to an unofficial 500 words 
a minute. 

An exceptional example was a 
woman PTA president last year 
who started the class with 500 
words a minute and 80 per cent 
comprehension. After 24 hours of

Eugene Ehrlich, noted consul- 
tant to industry on the problems 
of readine and writing, reports 
the average word-by-word speed 
for college freshmen is 300-350 
words a minute when reading 
fairly lieht material. 

He adds that, in testing thou- 
sands of individuals, 800 words 
per minute was the highest speed 
attained and _ concludes _ that 
speeds of 600-800 words per 
minute are “as rare as ‘genius’ 
scores on IQ tests. * 

Dr. Kohn says it is difficult to 
disagree or agree with Ehrlich, 
since he doesn’t specify the type 
of reading material used in test- 
ing. Ge

Type Il Sabin Vaccine 
Hits Campus Sunday 


Sunday marks the first day 
Southern California clinics will 
offer type II Sabin oral polio 
vaccine. 

SOS — Sabin-On-Sundays — 
public clinics will also dispense 
type II on Dec. 9. 


Open from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
the clinics will be held in the 
same locations as type I SOS 
clinics. SAC’s Bill Cook Gym will 
be the campus distributing cen- 
ter. 

Two drops of the vaccine are 
given orally on a sugar cube. The 
vaccine is tasteless. 

Twenty-five cents is charged 
for each dose, however, no one 
will be turned away for lack of 
funds. 


Orange Countians who failed 
to take type I vaccine were urged 
to be sure to take type II vaccine 
in an appeal issued by the Orange 
County Medical Association to- 
day. Those who neglected to take 
type I may receive it from their 
private physician next spring. 

“We hope to immunize 75 per 
cent of the county population,” 
Medical Association president Dr. 
William K. Friend said. ‘‘Every- 
one should receive thie sugar 
cube, including those who have 
taken Salk polio shots, children 
as young as six weeks and adults 
as old as 100. years,” he said. 


Miss Marie Pound, campus 
nurse and health education in- 
structor, will head the nurses for 
the clinic to be held at SAC.

As Great Prospect 


Bob Delaney, 1962 East- 
ern Conference cross coun- 
try champion, has the abil- 
ity to become one of the 
finest distance runners in 
the world, according to 
Santa Ana track coach 
John Ward. 

Sparked by Delaney’s 
fourth place finish, Santa 
Ana captured first place honors 
at the Southern California Junior 
College Cross Country champion- 
ships at Pierce College last 
week. Pierce finished second. Los 
Angeles Valley was third follow- 
ed by Cerritos and Glendale. 

Dick Krenzer of Los Angeles 
Valley won individual honors 
with a time of 16:51. Delaney 
had a clocking of 17:17 over the 
three-mile course. 

Jim Conlay, dethroned by De- 
laney as EC champion, finished 
seventh in the SoCal, Phil Whea- 
ton 12th, Jon Keith 24th and 
George Avuirre 25th. 


Santa Ana will make its final 
appearance of the year in the 
Culver City marathon Dec. 9. The 
Dons will race a distance of 26 
miles and 385 yards. 

Ward declared that Delaney, a 
former Orange High star, has 
more natural ability than former 
Don aces Charley Clark and Dale 
Story. Clark still holds the SAC 
mile record at 4:11.6. Story is at 
the University of Oregon where 
he holds the NCAA _ two-mile 
record. Story, another Orange 
High product, is a former NCAA 
cross country champion. 

Ward continued, ‘“‘He’s just be- 
ginning. He’s got everything — 
speed, endurance and ambition. 
All he lacks is experience.” 

At 19 years of age, Delaney 
still has at least five or six years 
of running left. As a senior at 
Orange, Delaney ran a 4:24.0 
mile and a 1:53.0 half mile. 

Jim Beatty, America’s top 
miler, had a clockine of 4:31.9 as 
a senior in North Carolina. 
Beatty is now 28 vears old and 
running at the peak of form.
